of the

cou r t. 


The salary of a city ju dge in a 
city the size of Dixon shall be $2000 
a yea rt for fou r years. The statu tes 
as revised by the session of the gen­ 
eral assembly provide that the sal­ 
ary shall be paid ou t of the 
state 
1 Teasu ry. 
The ju dge of the city cou rt 
and 
th e clerk of the said cou rt shall be 
elected at the regu lar city election, 
and shall hold office u ntil their su c­ 
cessors shall be elected. 
In cities where cou rts are con­ 
du cted there are instances where the 
city ju dge is called to preside over 
the circu it cou rt. 
The city cou rt shall do away with 
all the ju stice cou rts and constables. 
Sterling will vote u pon the propo­ 
sition at the next city election. Al­ 
ready several prominent attorneys of 
that city are candidajes, for the of­ 
fice of city ju dge. Sterling wants the 
city cou rt becau se it is not a cou nty 
seat, and cases which now are tried 
in the circu it cou rt at Morrison can 
he tried in the city cou rt.
